of the line; wee tooke aſhip of 7jiama bound for 


Braftl, of theburthen of 130. rune, herlading was 
Wane, Oyle and Meale, which hath ſtood vs in 


great ſteede in this our voyage : fiue or ſixe dayes 


after we turned her offafter we had pillaged her as 
we thought good. 


The 20. day of Iuly we turned away the Guifte 
beeing in theheight of 19. degrees to the South- 


wardof the Line, the 24. day we came vnder the 
Tropicke of Capricorne. 


The 19. day of September we came-to Anchor 
at Saldaina, beeing in very great diſtreſſe by reaſon 
of the ſcuruy diſeaſe then raging among vs. The 
Afcention and Suſans company were ſcarceableto 
let fall their Anchors without the helpe of other 
ſhips, there we ſtaied and refreſhed our men with 
freſh vituals.as Beefe and Mutton in greataboun- 
dance which coſt vs little or nothing,there we ſtai- 
ed about ſcauen weekes, and had ſtaied there lon- 
ger if the inhabitantes had continued to bring vs 


freſh viuals, ſo we departed thence the 9. of Oc- 
tober. 


The 29. of December we came to Anchorin the 
baye of <Antoza, here wetrucked with the inha- 
bitants for Rice , Lemmans and Plantaines & ſuch 
like fruite, we ſette yp one of our Pinnaces : here al- 
ſo we loſt diuctle of our men which dyed of the

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Flix by,Fſon of the great heate, and feeding of 
the Plantaines and Leinmans which they did de- 
uoure immoderately,

The 4.day of March we departed thenceinthe 


euening,and the firſt day of Iune 160z. we diſcried 
the land Sumatra.

The 3. day we Anchored inthe -Roade of 4.

The 30. of Tuly the Generall ſent away the $S- 
fanto Priaman toſeeke her loading, being an Tland

The 11. of September we departed out of the 
roade of Achin for the ſtraights of Mallacato ſeeke 
purchaſe: The Red Dragon,the Aſcention,the Hedtor 
anda Flemming which came into the Roade of 4- 
chin but 4. dayes before. 


The 3. of Otober beceing Sunday about five of 
the clocke in the afternoone we ſaw afſaile and gaue 
her chaſe , abour nine of the cJocke wee fetched 
her vp and hayled her, and found her to be a Ship 
comefrom Goaand bound for Mallaca laden with 
Portineals goodes , as Pintados,Calicottes and other 
Ruffes great ſtore, a great part of her loading was 
- Rice and victualls,and in her about ſeanen or cight 
hundredperſons men women and children,wehad 
out of her 95 8.Fardils: and diuers cheſts with other 
things as Caniſtees - wee were forced from her by 
force of weather beeing putfrom our Anchors.

waicd our Anchors and ſe faile from Ac/ir 2 Ui 
Re the 
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the Dragon, the Hettor, and a little Pinnace,and the 
Aſeention,they did keepe vs company till the next 
day being bound for Priamanynto the Saſan , and 
ſo from thence they were purpoſcd to gue for Bar- 
tam, God grant thcy may get thither in ſafery , for 
then it is not to he doubted they ſhall ger their full 
lading of Pepper according to their defires,as ſhall 
appeare ynto you hereafter: So wee leaving them 
the day aboue ſaid,departed for England .tothegreat 
rcioyCing of vs all that were to goe home into our 
Country aſter ſo tediousa pilgrimage. 


The 3. day of Fcbruarie about 10. of the clocke 
afore noone, wee had ſight of the Cape Bona eſper- 
anſe a Frenchman which we left in the roade of 4- 
ch1n being in our campany, which came.outa day 
after vs, who together had determinedto goe for 
Saldauia if two Ftemmings who came then into our 
company had not altered our determination,for af- 
ter wee had hailed them , wee vnderſtood they 
were vnwilling to put in for that place, but to goe 
for Saint Hellena ,ſo we ſtoode along with them, 
and altogetherariued at Saint Hellena, 


The 21. day of the fame month , the Aſcenti- 


ow and the Frenchman called the Creſet of 
Saint HMallowes, the two Dutchmen, the Adm irall 
was called the Amſterdam about the burthen of

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300» Laſt , and the other called the Tergow,of the 
bigneſle of the Aſcertion : which ſhippe hath beene 
almoſt thirty three monethes from home, anq as 
they tould vs laden at Petauia, molt of herlagin 

becing Pepper, and in their way homewward they 
rouched at Bantor , the people of Barton ryere 
glad when they came thither becauſe they 
thought they woulde haue laden Pepper , hauing 


great ſtore lying vpon their hands and being chea- 
per then ours 1s. 7 


The generall of the Flemmings whoſe name 
1s 1acob Cornelius Yan Neskes toulde vs that there 


is Pepper enongh to lade foure or five Ships, 
ſo that if the Dragon came there in any time con- 
uenient it is not to bee doubted but they are 


vppon the waye homewardes full laden with 
Pepper,&&c. _ 


The Frenchmen haue determined ſuddaine- 


ly to leaue our companye todepart homewardes, 
which hath made mee to trouble you with this 


diſcourſe , although not iſo. large :as- willingly 
I would it were , for that time will not per- 
mitte mee to doe otherwiſe , hoping that it 
will not bee any thing. diſpleaſing vnto you , 
hauivg as { thinke-not before this heard any cer« 
ns; fro ex or Ars of ola liny 
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tainetye of vsſince our departure out of England 
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beeing verie willing-it ſhould cometo your hands 
before you heare of vs any more, the better to 
prepare your mindes for the ſetting foorth of a 
new voyage. Wee ſhall bee readye to de- 
parte from hence the fifteenth 
day of this moneth of March,
